TOWN WARRANT. 


THE STATE OF NEW HAMPSHIRE. 


To the inhabitants of the town of Salem qualified to vote in 
town affairs: 


You are hereby notified to meet at the town house in said 
Salem, on the second Tuesday of March next, at 10 o’clock 
in the forenoon, to act on the following subjects: 


1. To choose all necessary town officers and agents for 
the year ensuing. 


2. To raise such sums of money as may be necessary to 
defray town charges for the year ensuing. 


3. To see if the town will vote to raise any more money 
for the repairs of highways than the law requires. 


4. To see what method the town will vote to adopt to 
facilitate the collection of taxes. 


5. To hear the reports of agents, auditors, committees 
or officers heretofore chosen, and pass any vote relating 
thereto. 


6. To see if the town will vote to authorize the town 
treasurer to hire, with the approval of the selectmen, such 
sums of money as he may need for general purposes in 
anticipation of taxes. 


7. By request. To see if the town will vote to raise the 
sum of one hundred (100) dollars, or any part thereof

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for the use of the Gilman E. Sleeper Post, No. 60, G. A. R., 
to be expended in the observance of Memorial Day, in the 
year 1910. 


8. By request. To see what sum of money the town will 
vote to raise for the support of the Salem Free Public 
Library. 


9. By request. ‘To see what action the town will take in 
regard to instructing the selectmen to make a contract with 
the Salem Light, Heat and Power Co., for lighting its streets 
for a term of years not exceeding five, and raise money for 
the same. 


10. By request. To see if the town will raise the sum of 
two hundred and fifty dollars ($250.00), or any part there- 
of, for the purpose of issuing an appendix to the town 
history, and choose a committee to carry the same into 
effect. 


11. By request. To see if the town will vote to pur- 
chase a new hearse to take the place of the one now housed 
at the Centre Village, and raise money therefor, and choose 
a committee to dispose of the old one and carry the vote 
into effect. 


12. By request. To see what action the town will take 
in regard to buying machinery for building macadamized 
roads. 


13. To see if the town of Salem, N. H., will sell the prop- 
erty numbered 3, on Akron Place, in the Roxbury District 
of Boston, County of Suffolk, and Commonwealth of Mas- 
sachusetts, the title of which property vests in the said town 
of Salem, under clause second of the will of the late Eliza- 
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beth S. Cundy (See Suffolk County, Commonwealth of 
Massachusetts, Probate Records, Case No. 132,805), which 
clause reads as follows: 


‘‘All the rest, residue and remainder of my property, 
both real and personal, I give, devise and bequeath to the 
Town of Salem, State of N. H., for the sole and only pur- 
pose of improving the new cemetery, in said town, where 
my father, mother and husband are buried.”’ 


—and also to pass the proper votes authorizing the sale 
of said property, and to instruct the selectmen and any 
other persons having interests therein, to execute a proper 
deed or deeds conveying a good title from the town to 
said premises. 


14. By request. To see if the town will vote to extend 
its water pipes on the Lawrence Road, to the house of 
George W. Palmer, and raise money for the same. 


15. By request. To see if the town will vote to accept 
‘Martin Avenue’’ as a public highway. 


16. By request. To see if the town will vote to raise the 
sum of $3,000.00, or any part thereof, for the purpose of 
erecting a building for the use of the North Salem Fire Co. 


17. By request. To see if the town will vote to light by 
electricity a portion of its highways as follows: 

Commencing at Pine Grove Cemetery, thence to Wheel- 
er’s Mills, thence to the corner of the highway near the 
Jeremiah Atwood homestead, thence to the corner of the 
highway near the house of James H. Wilson, thence to the 
corner of the highway near the shoe shop of George J. 
Pattee. Said lights to be in such proximity to each other 
that the halo or blaze of each light will connect, and to 
raise money for the same. 
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18. By request. To see if the town will vote to raise 
the sum of $500.00 to be expended in repairing the high- 
way from the corner of the highway near the house of 
James H. Wilson, to the site of the M. E. Church. 


19. By request. To see if the town will vote to present 
each school in the town school district with a copy of the 
town history. 


20. By request. To see if the town will vote to pay its 
laborers on the town’s highways, the sum of twenty cents 
($.20) per hour. 


21. By request. To see if the town will vote to redis- 
trict its highway district, and appoint a committee to see 
that said article is carried into effect. 


22. By request. To see if the town will vote to build a 
bridge near the Thorndyke Foster Place, so called, and 
raise money for the same. 


23. By request. To see if the town will vote to sell its 
wood-lot near the house of Albert Palmer, and choose a 
committee to convey the same. 


24. By request. ‘To see how much money the town will 
vote to raise to repair the Turnpike. 


25. By request. To see if the town will vote to macadam 
a portion of its highways as follows: Commencing at the 
macadam near the house of W. A. Joy, and extending the 
same by the way of Brady Avenue, and raise money for 
the same. 


26. To see what method the town will vote to adopt to 
facilitate the sale of the town histories. 
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27. To see if the town will vote to establish and maintain 
electric lights and the town water service at the Public 
Library, and raise money for the same. 


28. By request. To see if the town will vote to raise 
the sum of fifty dollars, to put new springs, brake and 
gong on Hose Wagon No. 1. 


29. Be request. To see if the town will vote to pur- 
chase 500 feet of new hose for Hose Co. No. 1, also 500 
feet of new hose for Hose Co. No. 2, and raise money to 
pay for same. 


30. By request. To see if the town will vote to put 
town water in the Hose House No. 1 and No. 2, and raise 
money to pay for same. 


31. By request. To see if the town will vote to put water 
closets in Hose Houses No. 1 and No. 2, and raise money 
to pay for same. 


32. By request. To see if the town will vote to accept 
from the heirs of M. G. Copp, the sum of one hundred dol- 
lars as a perpetual fund, the interest of the same to be ex- 
pended in care of said Copp Lot, in Pine Grove Cemetery.

REPORT OF THE BOARD OF HEALTH, 


The board has received but few complaints from the 
unsanitary conditions of the buildings this year. We have 
visited all the public buildings in town and on the whole 
found them in better condition than usual. 

As is generally understood, it now becomes necessary to 
fumigate all places where there has been death from tuber- 
culesis, as well as cases of other contagious diseases. 

Two samples of our drinking water from Canobie Lake 
have been sent to the state labratory at Concord. The re- 
turns in either case were that the water was of excellent 
quality. 

During the past year there have been reported four cases 
of diphtheria and nine of measles. There have been five 
deaths from tuberculosis. 

We have had rather a low death rate the past year: 
Twenty-nine deaths from all causes. 

Population of Salem, 1900, 2,041; death rate per thou- 
sand, 14.20.

The trustees of the Salem Free Public Library submit 
the annual report for the year 1909, including those of the 
librarian and treasurer. 

From these reports it is evident that in some measure 
at least the library is supplying a much-needed factor in 
the development of the educational and literary tastes and 
habits of our community, and all who enjoy its privileges 
cannot fail to appreciate the spirit of liberality and gen- 
erosity of those who have made the success of the library 
possible. a 

The circulation has been somewhat smaller the past 
year, owing to the closing of the library through the month 
of July for the purpose of reclassification and publication 
of a new catalogue. 

The work of rearranging and classifying the entire libra- 
ry was performed by the librarian, Mrs. Abbott, and Miss 
Florence E. Blunt of the Haverhill (Mass.) public lbrary, 
to whose able assistance and careful attention to all de- 
tails of the work the library officials feel much indebted. 

_ The new arrangement we feel sure will prove more con- 
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venient.and beneficial to both patrons and librarian. The 
new catalogues have been published and may be purchased 
of the librarian for 15 cents each. A copy should be in 
the hands of every patron, as they will prove of great 
benefit in the selection of books. 

The trustees have supplied the following periodicals the 
past year, in addition to publications contributed by friends 
of the library: , World’s Work, Munsey’s, Review of Re- 
views, The World Today, Success, McClure’s, Delineator, 
Everybody’s, American, Cosmopolitan, Woman’s Home 
Companion. 

After a careful consideration of the needs of the library, 
we would ask for an appropriation of one hundred and 
fifty dollars ($150.00), in addition to the amount re- 
quired by law for the maintenance of the library, which, 
in our opinion, is the least amount that can be expended 
in a satisfactory manner for its support the present year. 

Gifts have been made to the library by G. O. Reynolds 
of several volumes of encyclopedias, valuable books of 
reference. Miss Lucy J. Ayer has presented several vol- 
umes of valuable books and publications, formerly the 
property of the late James Ayer. To these and all others 
who have contributed to the success of the library or in 
any way have shown interest and good will for the uplift 
and improvement of the institution, we desire to extend our 
sincere thanks. Good, readable books are always accept- 
able and we trust that many may be donated in the future 
by friends of the library. The contribution of even one 
volume by each patron during the coming year would 
ereatly increase the supply with which to meet the de- 
mands made upon the library. 

Beginning with this year we shall aim to procure several 
volumes each month, instead of purchasing a large number 
of books once a year as formerly. This plan we believe 
will meet with the approval of the patrons and enable us 
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0 secure the best of the latest publications every month 
1 thus help in keeping the library up to date. 
— trustees desire to call the attention of the citizens 
to the needs of the library, with reference to electric lights 
and water service. Other public buildings in Salem are 
equipped with these modern conveniences and we think 
the : Pa ities should be extended to the library building as 
well.

PUBLIC SCHOOLS. 


ANNUAL REPORT OF THE SUPERINTENDENT OF 
SCHOOLS. 


Lo the Comnuttee of the School District of the Town of 
Salem: 


I have the honor to submit my third annual report. 


THE SCHOOL WORK. 


The work in the different studies has moved along sat- 
isfactorily in the channels outlined in my report last year. 

I feel that in reading the purpose of the state program 
of studies has been fairly well achieved. The pupils have 
shown that a love of good reading has been cultivated by 
the eager interest and pleasure with which they read the 
books furnished them. Much more supplementary material 
is needed before all our classes are equipped as they should 
be, but by interchanging sets among the schools a fairly 
good supply is obtained. @ 

The progress in handwriting has been most marked, 
which has been due chiefly to the hard work the teachers 
have done in practising the muscular movement themselves. 
Bad habits of sitting in the seats and cramped positions of 
holding pencils and pens have been broken up and correct 
ones insisted upon all the time. Definite results have been 
produced in this study in the large number of pupils who 
have developed very creditable skill in the muscular move- 
ment. 

By eliminating useless topics and giving more time to es- 
sentials the work in arithmetic has been improved. The 


_ 
a 
> 
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teachers have been held strictly to the accomplishment of 
the work for each year as laid down in the program of 
studies. The attainment of the pupils was tested last 
June and the results carefully noted, and while it is true 
that these results were not all they should be, a very fair 
showing was made. It is probably true that the judgment 
and reasoning power of the pupils had not been properly 
brought into play. It is astonishing how little inde- 
pendent ‘‘thinking’’ a child may do in the process of ‘‘go- 
ing through’’ a great many pages of the arithmetic. Of 
course, it is the business of the teachers to see to it that 
their pupils do think, and think until they acquire sufficient 
power to easily compute all the problems that the common 
affairs of life shall call for. The question was thoroughly 
threshed out in two of our teachers’ meetings. Later, in 
December, I tested the pupils again and better results were 
shown. We have every reason to expect a higher average 
in the test by the department of public instruction next 
June. 

The examinations in composition and grammar last June 
ranked ‘‘good’’; those in history, geography, physiology 
and civies ranked ‘‘fair,’’ showing that the teachers have 
done creditable work in these studies. 


Your attention is invited to the following table, special 
note to be taken of the following items: Per cent. of at- 
tendance, number of pupils attending high school, average 
length of the school year in weeks of five days, teachers. 
Figures for the years 1906 to 1909, inclusive, are given. 

A comparative study of these statistics for the years 1906 
to 1909 will show in what respects our schools have gained 
or lost ground. During the year 1906 and most of 1907 no 
superintendent was employed.

TEACHERS’ MEETINGS. 


I have held seven teachers’ meetings during the year on. 
the following subjects: Arithmetic (2 meetings), gram- 
mar (2 meetings), handwriting, the school register, the 
teaching of any topic. 

The main purpose of these meetings was to interpret for 
the teachers the work of the different branches as laid 
down in the program of studies and to impress upon them 
their responsibility for the accomplishment of it. Inci- 
dentally I brought before the teachers the corrected papers 
from last June’s examinations, showing the average for 
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each school in each test, and also the average for all the 
schools together in each question. By these means we 
learned just where the children had failed in their year’s 
work so far as the examinations could show. That knowl- 
edge has been of great benefit to the teachers this year. 

_ The attendance of the teachers (nearly 100 per cent.) at 
these meetings showed their interest and helpfulness. In 
advance of each meeting I inspected the work of each 
school in the subject that was next to be treated and in this 
way kept before the teachers and myself a definite object 
to work for at all times throughout the year. These meet- 
ings will continue to be held once a month. 


ATTENDANCE. 


The percentage of daily attendance in 1906 was 82; in 
1907 it was 83; in 1908 it was 86; and in 1909 it reached 
the highest mark, 89.7. This steady gain each year shows 
progress that is fundamental, as no other item can be con- 
sidered of as great importance in the schooling of the 
children as regularity of attendance. 


NUMBER OF PUPILS ENTERING HIGH SCHOOLS AND ACADEMIES. 


In 1906 and 1907 there were 22 pupils attending high 
schools and academies; in 1908 there were about the same 
number; in 1909 there were 30. During this time the total 
enrollment of children had fallen from 353 to 316, so that 
the gain of 8 in the number of high school pupils is par- 
ticularly encouraging. 


LENGTH OF SCHOOL YEAR. 


The average length of all the schools in weeks of five 
days has increased from 31 in 1906 to 36 in 1909. This 
gain of five weeks in the school year can be taken as pretty 
sound evidence of better schooling for Salem children in 
1909 than in 1906,

TEACHERS. 


Alongside of the gain of over one eighth in the length of 
the school year has come the employment of more highly 
paid and, consequently, better teachers. The average teach- 
er’s salary per school month was $34.66 in 1906, which has 
increased to $37.89 in 1909. This means progress undoubt- 
edly. It means increased cost undoubtedly, but progress 
in the matter of' better teachers is impossible on any other 
terms. The good business sense of the people is shown 
in equipping the schools with the best they can afford. The 
disposition to do all in our power for ourselves means large 
and substantial aid from the state. (See money received 
from the state this year.) A disposition to relax our ef- 
forts means the loss of this help. The average woman 
teacher’s salary per school month for the state in 1908 
was $36.01. The average for Rockingham County was 
$3733. 

The following teachers resigned at the close of the 
school year in June, 1909: Miss Sarah L. Clough of No. 
6, Miss Mary R. Webster of No. 8, Miss Maud H. Wheeler 
of No. 1, Miss Lilhan M. Gerry of No. 5 and Miss Levon 
L. Payson of No. 10. To the vacancies occasioned by these 
resignations were elected the following teachers, respec- 
tively: Miss Susie McLaughlin, Miss Eva M. Richardson, 
Miss Frances Hobbs, Miss Cora J. Duston, and at No. 10 we 
have had three different teachers: Miss Helen M. Knowl- 
ton, Miss Eleanor W. Erickson and Miss Hattie A. Tuttle. 
Miss Knowlton resigned on account of ill health and Miss 
Hrickson was obliged to leave the school on account of her 
mother’s illness.

REPORT OF SUPERVISOR OF MUSIC. 


To the Superintendent of Schools and School Board of 
Salem, N. H.: 


I have the great pleasure of reporting the best conditions 
in the study of music that have obtained in the schools of 
this town since my connection with them as supervisor. 
Almost without exception there has been marked improve- 
ment in the work the whole town over during the past year, 
and it seems as though the foundation has been so thor- 
oughly laid that still greater progress may be confidently 
expected in the years to come. We have introduced sys- 
tematic work in individual practice, whereby each pupil is 
obliged to show the proficiency gained in the reading and 
singing of exercises and to successfully continue the system 
along this line I shall ask the school board for a small 
appropriation in the near future. The French time lan- 
ouage has also been added in all the schools and the special 
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feature of time beating has been very thorough and bene- 
ficial. 

I shall not attempt in a brief report to call attention to 
each school but will say that very satisfactory results are 
being obtained in nearly all of them. Of course in some of 
the smaller, ungraded rooms not as good work is possible 
or expected, but I am confident that all, both teachers and 
pupils, are trying to do their best, for which I thank them. 
It is hoped that the parents and friends of the children will 
appreciate their earnest endeavor and encourage them by 
frequent visits to hear their songs, as well as to witness 
the work in other departments. My thanks are also given 
to Superintendent Wignot and the school board for many 
courtesies and liberal supplies.

PUBLIC SCHOOLS. 


The schoolboard respectfully submit their report for the 
fiscal year ending February 15, 1910. 

It might seem that the total sum of money spent for 
schools the past year was unusually large, but when it is 
noted that our expenses cover forty-two weeks of school at 
the time of our report this large expenditure is explained. 
It has been our intention to carry over enough of a balance 
to cover expenses for the remainder of the present term, 
making a total of forty-five weeks of school from last year’s 
fund. We deem this necessary that we may not have our 
teachers finish a term and wait until it is possible to raise 
money to pay them. To do this it will be necessary for us 
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to raise money for thirty-six weeks and carry about the 
same balance over each year. After careful considera- 
tion we recommend that $2,800 be raised above the amount 
required by law. 

Owing to the new law, it will not be necessary for the 
district to vote on the following items: High school tu- 
ition, books and supplies, flags and appurtenance and pay- 
ment on notes and interest. We therefore give the follow- 
ing estimates as a notice to the selectmen that they may 
assess the same: 


High school tuition, $900.00 
Books and supplies, 500.00 
Flags and appurtenance, 20.00 
Payment on No. 8 notes, 1,200.00 
Interest on No. 8 notes, 3 77.50 


We have not been able to find a truant officer for the 
amount ($10) raised. We strongly recommend that a sum 
large enough to enable the district to secure a man for 
this position be raised.
